GRANDFATHER  HEINRICH  SCHROEDER 

Grandfather  Heinrich  Schroeder  of  Alexanderwohl,  Russia,  a  son  of 
Johann  Schroeder  and  Sarah  Tyart  was  born  March  22,  1825.  Birth 
place  is  unknown.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Alexanderwohl  Church  and 
lived  in  the  village  of  Kleefeld,  South  Russia.  He  immigrated  to  the 
U.S.A.  in  1874  and  settled  near  Spring  Valley,  McPherson  County,  Kansas. 
He  joined  the  Alexanderwohl  Church,  of  which  Jacob  Buller  was  the 
leader.  He  used  to  lead  in  singing  and  could  play  the  accordian  well. 
Plis  occupation  was  farming  and  cabinet  making.  He  died  May  3,  1908 
near  Goessel,  Kansas. 

He  was  married  to  Sarah  Schmidt,  a  member  of  the  Alexanderwohl 
Church  of  South  Russia  on  October  21,  1851.  Sarah,  a  daughter  of  Jacob 
Schmidt  and  Anna  Schmidt  was  born  April  4,  1833.  Birthplace  is  un¬ 
known.  She  died  April  24,  1911  near  Spring  Valley  at  her  son’s  home, 
P.  H.  Schroeder.  Both  have  their  resting  place  at  the  Alexanderwohl 
Cemetery.

Heinrich  H.  Schroeder  of  Canton,  McPherson  County,  Kansas,  a  son 
of  Heinrich  Schroeder  and  Sarah  Schmidt  was  born  Sept.  22,  1852  at 
Kleefeld,  South  Russia.  He  was  baptized  at  the  Alexanderwohl  Church 
in  South  Russia  and  accepted  as  member  of  the  same  church.  He 
immigrated  with  his  parents  to  the  U.S.A.  in  1874,  where  he  joined 
the  Alexanderwohl  Church.  He  settled  at  North  Blumenfeld,  McPherson 
County,  Kansas  and  practiced  farming  with  great  success.  His  death 
occurred  Jan.  20,  1923  and  his  body  rests  at  the  Alexanderwohl  Cemetery. 

Heinrich  H.  Schroeder  was  married  to  Helena  Richert  on  Jan  6,  1881 
by  Rev.  Jacob  Buller.  Helena  Richert  was  a  daughter  of  Rev.  Heinrich 
Richert  and  Anna  Schmidt,  also  being  a  member  of  the  Alexanderwohl 
Church.  She  was  born  Jan.  20,  1859  at  Nicolaidorf,  South  Russia,  and 
in  1874  emigrated  with  her  parents.  She  joined  the  Alexanderwohl 
Church,  but  passed  away  at  her  home  Aug.  30,  1920.

Buller,  also  joining  the  Alexanderwohl  Church.  He  immigrated  to  the 
U.S.A.  in  1874  with  his  parents  and  settled  at  Hochfeld,  Marion  County, 
Kansas,  where  he  practiced  farming  as  well  as  carpenter  work.
